The United Railways today, in 
answering a suit in United States 
District Court, filed at 12:10 p. m. by 
Samuel W. Adler of New York, a 
preferred stockholder, for the ap- 
pointment of receivers to conduct its 
business, admitted that it is insolvent 
and joined Adler in requesting the 
Court to appoint receivers to oper- 
ate its business. 

The chief allegation of the bill 
of complaint was that the company 
owed the War Finance Corporation 
of the United States Government §$2.- 
400,000, which became due Dec. 1, 
1918, and “notwithstanding frequent 
and peremptorily demands upon it 
to pay the indebtedness” had been 
unable to do so. The conclusion of 
the allegation is that the company is 
insolvent. 


The seeming purpose of the peti- 
tions filed by Adler and the United 
Railways Co. is to enable the com- 
pany to control “a friendly” receiv- 
ership and to defeat the stockhold- 
ers and bondholders represented in 
the Seaman suit for a receivership 
and accounting, which was pending. 

“By reason of its insolvency,” the 
plaintiff's bill continues, “the com- 
pany is unable to meet its obliga- 
tions, which will result in the dis- 
memberment of the system, which 
would prevent the company from 
transporting passengers.” 

Adler recites in his bill that he is 
the holder of $135,000 of the at. 
oLuis Transit Co. 5 per cent bonds. 
which were assumed by the United 
Railways when it took over the 
transit company. 

Union Depot Bonds. 

The Union Depot bonds became 
due on June 1, 1918, whereupon the 
United Railways borrowed $3,235,- 
000 from the War Finance Corpora- 
tion to retire them, the bill states, to 
prevent foreclosure on its property. 
It then retired $3,487,000 of the 
bonds, $13,000 being still outstand- 
ing. 

When the loan from the Govern- 
ment became due, the bill recites, the 
railways proposed to the trustee of 
its 4 per cent bonds that it wonl!l 
deliver its Union Depot bonds in the 
amount of $3,487,000, on deposit 
with the War Finance Coorporation 
and that the trustee would in return 


deliver a like amount of the 4 per 


cent bonds of the company, and that 
it would pledge the 4 thus obtained

MUNICH, Bavaria, April 7 (de- 
layed).—A sound like the roar of 
surf fills the city. This sound is 
growing louder from hour to hour. 
(It is the sound of masses in motion. 
The streets lie hidden beneath shuf- 
fling feet, and occasionally a human 
shout relieves the monotonous roar 
of the walking masses. ‘Long live 
the world revolution!”’ cries someone 
lost in the steady avalanche pouring 
through the streets. The cry is fol- 
lowed by a tremendous cheer that 
shakes the windows and sends a 
thrill to the heart. Them silence 
again and the roar of shuffling feet. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the roar 
started. The newspapers had ap- 
peared with the dawn carmying 
across the entiré front page of each 
the proclamation of a Soviet for Ba- 
varia. In the proclamatiOn was a 
complete @utline of the new Soviet 
jovernment. It had been drawn up 
and completed at 11:32 on the night 
of April 6 in the throne room of the 
palace occupied hal¥ a year ago by 
King Ludwig. There had been pres- 
ent 48 members of the Majority So9- 
cialists, Independent Socialist and 
Communist parties in the assembly. 
After less than half an hour's debate 
the 48 agreed upon a Soviet pro- 
gram, including independence from 
Prussia and the former German em- 
pire, an alliance with Russia and 
Hungary, the confiscation of all pri- 
vate estates and the socialization of 
all industries. 

Dressed in Sunday Best. 


This morning when Munich awoke 
the proclamation stared from the 
corners of all public buildings. Out 
of the poor districts and from be- 
yond the city limits workers began 
arriving dressed in their Sunday 


best, smoking long pipes and leading 
complaining children proudly by the 
hand. New posters began to appear 
in pink, red, yellow, scarlet and 
white—like the swirl of huge con- 
fetti these posters soon dotted every 
fence and wall in the city.

It provided, Pantaleoni fig- 
ured, that the price to the Union 
should bé reduced from 4.6 mills to 
2 mills for power which it was selling 
to the railways for 6.4 and 8 mills. 


Contract for Year of 1918. 

The 1918 contract provided that 
the price of power to the Union com- 
pany should be 2% mills. Panta- 
leoni pointed out that the signifi- 
cant feature of this contract was 
that the amcunt of power which the 
itnion company could take from the 
dam seemed to be limited only by 
the capacity of the dam’s transform- 
ing plant. It is anticipated that the 
defense will argue in support of the 
justice of charges for power supplied 
the railways that the supply of wa- 
ter power is limited and the Unior 
is forced to supply the United with 
steam power, which is more expen- 
sive. 


Pantaleoni pointed out that the 
schedule of prices in the 1909 and 
1918 contracts was biased on a mini- 
mum consumption by the Railways 
which was bound to pay a fixed sum 
whether it used that amount of pow- 
er or not. Computation of the profit 
accruing to the Union company un- 
der these contracts was not possible 
because the plaintiff as yet has no 
figures to show how much power 
the Railways used under them.

The attorneys for the plaintiffs al- 
lege that the cost of 80 per cent of 
the power which the Union takes 
from Keokuk does not exceed 2% 
mills and that the average cost of 
that power to the Railways is more 
than 6% mills.

tions should be referred. 


Three classes of non-justiciable 
questions that cannot be submitted to 
the “political body,” Pepper said, are
